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York  County's  Sesqui-Centennial  Celebration. 


TJie  idea  of  fittingily  celebrating-  the  One  Hundred  and  Fiftietb 
.\iiniversarA-  of  the  erection  of  the  'County  of  York  was  first  ad- 
vanced \->y  President  Grier  Hersh  of  the  Yorlv  Board  of  Trade 
at  the  January  meeting-  of  that  body.  It  met  -with  the  general 
approval  of  the  Board  at  that  time  and  at  the  next  meeting-, 
lield  in  February  of  the  present  year,  the  question  was  referreQ 
to  the  Municipal  Committee  for  consideration  and  report.  This 
committee  made  its  report  to  the  ilarch  meeting-  and  recom- 
mended that  "The  Beard  of  Trade  take  steps  toward  an  appro- 
pi-iate  celebration  by  the  jieople  of  the  Countj'  of  the  One  Hun- 
dred and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  County's  existence,  occur- 
ing-  Aug-.  19th,  1899,"  suggesting-  that  the  celebration  should  be 
participated  in  by  the  people  of  the  whole  county  and  advising- 
that  a  committee  of  four  be  appoiuted,  who  with  President 
Hersh  should  take  general  charge  of  the  plans  for  the  proposed 
celebration.  Acting-  upon  this  report.  President  Hersh  named 
Jiesisrs.  W.  H.  Laniusi,  Prof.  George  W.  Gross,  George  S.  Bill- 
meyer  and  H.  C.  Niles,  Esq.,  who  with  himself  constituted  the 
original  General  Sesqui-Centennial   Committee. 

This  Committee  at  its  first  meeting-  invited  the  City  Common 
Council  to  designate  three  members  and  Select  Council  two,  to 
become  ^additional  members  of  the  (Jeneral  Committee.  In  re- 
sponse to  this  invitation,  Messrs.  S.  M.  Manifold,  John  Garrety 
and  H.  K.  Po^vell  of  Common  Council,  and  Messrs.  M.  B.  Gibson 
and  M.  L.  A'an  Baman.   of   Select   Council,   were  named. 

The  General  Committee  composed  of  five  members  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  and  the  five  members  of  Councils  held  its  first 
joint  n^eeting-  in  the  office  of  the  York  Gas  Company  on  May 
13th,  and  organized  by  electing-  Mr.  Grier  Hersh,  Ohairman;  Mr. 
Geo.  S.  Billmej'er,  Treasurer;  and  Mr.  H.  E.  Landis,  Secretary. 
At  the  second  meeting-  held  the  next  week,  Messrs.  Isaac  Eudi- 
sill  and  J.  Frank  Gable,  of  the  Board  of  School  Control,  were 
made  additional  members,  and  later  Mr.  W.  A.  Froelich,  of  the 
Merchants'  Association,  Eev.  K.  T.  Jeffers,  D.  D.,  and  Robert  F. 
Gibson,  Esq.,  were  added  to  the  Committee; 

In  the  hands  of  these  gentJemen,  aiJreadj^  named,  the  general 
manag-ement  and  direction   of   the   whole   celebration   was   cen- 


tered and  the  extraordiniary  success  which  finally  crowned 
their  efforts,  tells  better  than  -words  how  faithfully  they  per- 
formed their  labors. 

In  perfecting-  the  general  scheme  of  management,  the  follow- 
ing chairmen  and  committees  were  constituted;  the  chairmen 
having-  the  power  to  appoint  the  members  of  their  respective 
committees:  Geo.  S.  Billmeyer,  Finance  Committee;  M.  B.  Gib- 
son, Industrial  Committee;  M.  L.  \'an  Baman,  Civic  Committee; 
Isaac  Eudisill,  School  Committee;  J.  Frank  Gable,  Wm. 
A.  Froelich,  Decorating-  Committee;  Dr.  E.  T.  Jeffers, 
Geo.  W.  Gross  and  H.  C.  Niles,  Esq.,  Historical  and  Programme 
Committee;  W.  H.  Lanius,  I'ireworks  and  Music  Committee; 
EeceptioTi  Committee;  John  Garrety,  Municipal  Committee;  H. 
E.  Powell,  I'ublicity  and   Printing-  Committee. 

These  sub-committees  had  many  faithful  workers  who  gener- 
ously devoted  their  time  toward  the  successful  comipletion  of 
the  g-eneral  plan  of  celebration. 

The  month  of  June  was  a  darJ<  one  for  the  proposed  jubilee. 
For  some  reason  or  other  the  general  f)ublic  failed  at  first  to 
take  a(  ilively  interest  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  stern  de- 
termination of  several  members  of  the  General  Committee  to 
stick  it  out  in  spite  of  the  apparent  lack  of  appreciation.  Sept. 
3-1-5-6,  1S09  might  not  have  been  days  so  pleasant  to  the  memory 
as  they  are  now. 

The  hardest  work  in  connection  with  the  Sesqui-Centennial 
was,  as  is  characteristic  of  all  similar  affairs,  the  collection  of 
suJEcient  money  to  conduct  it.  Messrs.  Van  Baman,  Gable,  Lan- 
ius  and  Gibson  by  earnest  etforf  managed  to  secure  some  fifty- 
five  hundred  dollars  which  enabled  the  General  Committee  to 
pay  all  the  oblig-ations  incvirred,   easily  and  comfortably. 

At  the  first  meeting-  held  in  July  Mr.  Grier  Hersh  resigned 
from  the  chairmanship  of  the  General  Committee  and  Mr.  M.  B. 
Gibson  succeeded  him.  Mr.  (Jibson  brought  with  him  not  only 
ability,  but  unceasing-  and  untiring-  energy  and  gave  almost  his 
whole  time  earnestly  to  the  work.

Sept.  3rd,  the  first  clay  of  the  celebration,  was  de- 
voted to  special  relig-ious  exercises  throughout  the  Countj'  and 
a  Union  Relig-ious  Mass  Meeting-  was  held  in  the  auditorium  of 
the  new  High  School  Building  under  the  auspices  of  the  Minis- 
terial Association.

These  exercises  were  under  the  supervision  of  the  Historical 
and  Programme  Committee,  of  which  Rev.  E.  T.  Jeffers,  D.  D., 
was  Chairman. 

TTie  afternoon  was  devoted  to  the  School  Parade  and  the  dedi- 
cation of  the  ne-w  High  School  Building.  TTiese  exercises  were 
under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Isaac  Rudisill.  Chairman  of  the 
School  Day  Committee.  Between  4,. 500  and  5,000  children  were 
in  line  and  the  di.splay  far  excetded  any  parade  of  a  .similar 
natiire  ever  attempted  in  the  (State  out-side  of  Philadelphia  or 
Pittsburg. 

On  Tuesday  the  Industrial  Parade  occurred,  a.s  developed  by 
the  united  efforts  of  the  industrial  Day  Committee  of  which  ifr. 
M.  B.  Gibson  was  Chairman.  The  display  was  so  magnaficent  as 
to  dissipate  criticism.     The  hundreds  of  industries  that  find  .a 


home  in  busj-  York  were  respresented  by  floats  and  men, which 
together  with  the  floats  of  the  retail  merchants  made  a  parade 
of  such  extent  that  the  head  of  the  i^rocession  had  alniost  cov- 
ered the  entire  route  before  the  last  division  ^vas  started.  The 
parade  was  two  hours  passing  a  given  point. 

The  Civic  Parade  of  Wednesday  was  almost  equal  in  extent  to 
Tuesday's  display.  It  was  under  the  able  direction  of  Jlr.  M.  L. 
Van  Baman  and  the  Civic  Day  Committee.  Every  organization 
of  a  civic  or  military  character  in  the  county  was  interested. 
The  firemen's  division  was  especially  beautiful.  Every  company 
in  York  had  visiting  firemen  \Vho  with  their  apparatus  added  to 
the  general  excellence  of  the  parade. 

To  the  Decoration  Committee,  of  which  Mv.  J.  Frank  Gablo 
wa.s  chairman,  a  great  measure  of  the  success  vi'hich  was  at- 
tained can  be  attributed.  The  Court  of  Honor,  which  reared 
its  stately  and  magnificent  arches  and  columns  about  the  his- 
toric circle  in  wnich  the  Continental  Congress  found  a  home 
in  the  most  trxing  time  of  the  Revolutionary  'War,  was  the 
work  of  this  Committee.  The  citizens  in  general  were  not  slow 
to  follow  this  most  excellent  example  and  during-  the  whole 
time  of  the  celebration  the  .streets  of  the  Cit.y  were  made  beau- 
tiful with  splendid  decorations. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Fire-works  Committee,  of  which 
Capt.  W.  II.  l.anius  was  Chairman,  the  Agricultural  Society  was 
induced  to  eugage  Pain's  "l<'all  of  Manila"  for  three  nights.  The 
Fair  Grounds,  the  scene  of  the  disjjlay,  was  visited  by  throngs 
at  every  exhibition. 

The  jubilee  as  a  whole  was  absolutely  .successful  and  demon- 
strated to  the  thouFauds  of  strangers  as  well  as  to  Yorkers,  the 
wonderful  resources  and  advantag-es  of  old  Yorkto^vn. 

The  ]:ublishers  of  this  book  have  gone  to  great  trouble  and 
considerable  expense  to  present  to  the  ])eople  of  York  county  as 
well  as  others  interested,  a  pictorial  review  of  our  great  cele- 
bration. .\I1  of  the  more  important  scenes  are  given,  and  will, 
it  is  hoped,  prove  a  valuable  souvenir  of  the  event,  and  one  that 
will  not  onl.v  please  the  present  inhabitants,  but  will  be  in- 
structive and  entertaining  to  future   generations.
